Laws 4,000 
Years Old 
Translated 


Philadelphip, Sept. 22. 

The University of Pennayl- 
vanla’ Museum. sald today that 
laws written some 4,000 years 
ago had been transtated 
the University cunelformist, 
Samuel Noah Kramer. 

It -said the lnws were some 
three centuries older than. the 
legal code of Hammurabi,’ writ- 
ten by King Urammu, who ruled 
about 2050 B.C, over the land 
of Sumer and the city of Ur 
in what {s now Southern Iraq. 

- Dr Kramer discovered the code 
In the Istanbul Muscum of the 
Ancient Orient, on a tablet of 
clay that was unearthed 50 ycars 
ago by a University Museum 
expedition. He sald the Code 
was In the Sumerian language 
on o tablet. 1 : 

He sald the prologue to the 
laws told how Urammu. over- 
came — aggression {rom the 
bordering state of Magash, re- 
established Ur’s former boun= 
daries'and then tumed to social 
and moral reforms. 

The prologue ' also ald 
Urammu established a uniform 
system of weights and measures 
and saw to it that ‘the. orphan 
did not fall prey to the wealthy 
and the widow did not fall prey 
to the powerful." ° 

Dr Kramer said only five ‘of 
the laws were legible on the 
revers¢ side of the tablet—
